This is a book on which the publishers are building largely, feeling that they 
have a book for mass distribution, far exceeding anything Margaret Runbeck has previously 
attained, Maybe so- it might be defined as a candidate for the Grace Livingston Hill 
market, brought up to relatively modern specifications by a fairly lusty frontier flavor.

It is Amoret, child bride, treated like a delicate flower, who grows to full 
maturity under adversity. She makes their wilderness home a place where the vision of 
Amerioa, willed them by old Tobias, comes to reality. Stephen's unwillingness to face 
the truth almost wrecks not only their livelihood, but their marriage and their place in 
the community. And Joe Adams, symbol of the pioneer evangelist, fans the spark of under- 
standing dormant in Amoret, but refuses the offer of its physical complement. Lots of 
story here- and a strong idealism. Not a picture of routine building of the frontier, 
but typical of the growth of our frontier towns,

In tough terms, which do not conceal a certain exuberant enthusiasm, this tells 
of Freddy Conner’s conversion from hatred of Mexicans, as greasers, to affection for their 
country. Going to Mexico as a chauffeur, then as secretary to Mr. Unman whose business is 
unknown even to Freddy, he gets to know several worlds:- the world of the cafe and the 
politicos; the world of the upper middle class and Estele, whom Unman wanted him to marry;

THE AGE OF REASON $3.00 


Sartre, as the formulator and exponent of existentialism, has received con- 
siderable critical attention in recent months. This, the first volume of a trilogy, 
will introduce Sartre as a novelist to a wider American market. Even with the stim- 
ulus of interest in the author, one questions his appeal for that market; the nega- 
tivistic,fatalistic philosophy narrows down to a concern for men and women in physical- 
ly distasteful detail which some will find unpleasant. This first volume is a leisurely 
introduction.to Mathieu Delarue, Mathieu who wants to be a free man, who believes that 
if he didn’t try to assume responsibility for his own existence, it would be absurd to 
go on existing, who has renounced all political affiliations to be free, and has re- 
fused marriage for the same reason. Dictating his own life, he is trapped for the first 
time when Marcelle, mistress of seven years, becomes pregnant.

Jud is seven when the story begins; he is killed by a shot in a joint when he 
picks a drunken quarrel with a soldier on the eve of his post-drafting leave.

A biting satire on Hollywood, done in terms of broad caricature, but in a 
completely new vein for Bemelmans. There‘s the interplay of story editors, of writers, 
of producers; there's the utter absurdity of exaggeration in the extravagances, punctuated 
by cruelties and kindnesses in juxtaposition (as when one of the high moguls, finding his 
pet author stymied by new surroundings, transports by air a virtual facsimile of the shabby 
hotel room where he had once written- and starved, complete to the ink spot on the carpet). 
There's the making of a star (double entendre intended) - and a wholesome, hard-headed 
girl is made into something quite unrecognizable; there's the writer who might have been 
someone, but who learns not to deliver what he has promised- and whose laissez faire policy 
produces accidental success. The most amusing incident in the story is the one which 
gives the book its name- the incident of the little black pig that persisted in growing 
out of recognition, so that the shots taken first - and intended for the last part of the 
piece, made the pig seem to shrink in size as the picture progressed. A tenuous romance 
and a sucess windup give the whole some semblance of unity. But it will be read for its 
madness~ ite luxurious insanities- and all the falseness and window dressing that makes 
up the Hollywood Bemelmans knows. The Bemelmans' fans may feel he has déserted them, but 
a whole new audience (that likes books off the beam, such as Aurora Dawn )- and others fas- 
cinated with Hollywood spoofs- and still others intrigued by the big publicity stunts which 
will launch it (Life,, etc.) will supply momentum to big sales.

a cookbook". But what a cookbook. I'd like to retire to my own country kitchen and try 
out every recipe in the book. Not only do they sound too tempting for my figure, but 
they are chermingly dene, in much the way that:Clementine in the Kitchen made its 

way to every gourmet's heart. Katish was the name by which Ekaterina Pavlovna Belaev was 
known. A young Russian widow,she accepted the author's household as her own, settled 
down to the joys of marketing in southern Califoruia, and to the appreciative audience 
for the dishes turned out in a West Los Angeles kitchen. This book is part Katish- and 
part Mother and Aunt Martha and Bob and Wanda. (Not to mention all kinds of guests, some 
self-invited, some urged by Katish to return). But chiefly it is the sort of cookbook you 
have to own- and mark marginally- and try for yourself, from the Cheese Cake to the Drag- 
omirovsky Farshmak. There's a completely wnorthodox lack of arrangement, but sorted out 
(and we hear there is a good index) and tabulated, there's plenty of good substantial 
down to earth food along with fancy desserts; there are ways to cook leftovers and inex- 
pensive cuts, as well as recipes that cry for more cream and butter and eggs than most 
budgets permit. But the thing that impressed me continually was that the processes were 
simple ones that the average good cook could follow easily. Gourmet's favorite, Henry 
Stahlhut, is the illustrator.

From the Ozark country of Missouri and Arkansas, and based on many years of 
intimacy with the "most deliberately unprogressive people" of America, this is a col- 
lection of the profuse and contradictory beliefs that prevail in that region - a few 
of which are popular parlance elsewhere. The author, whose Qzarks and Qzark Mountain 
Folks were published by Vanguard in the early ‘30's, has arranged, categorically, 
superstitions concerning the weather, crops and animals and livestock; the household;

This new book brings the reader almost up to the minute, with a country by 
country (Yugoslavia, Rumania, Bulgaria, Albania, Turkey, Greece) analysis, showing the 
processes by which Russia won control through e Communist minority- through armistice 
reparations and land grabs- through revolution in political circles- through economic 
domination- of the first four. The analyses of the last stand which the Western 
Democracies are now making in Turkey and Greece has an immediacy that makes it vitally 
important to read the whole, to understand the part. The authors show how our chances 
have been muffed; the mistakes of planlessness resulting in collapse of opportunity; and 
the dangers inherent in those trouble areas,- the Straits, the NE Turkish provinces, the 
border of Macedonia.

With sobriety, yet effective eloquence, this is a record of “the other king- 
dom” (or the concentrationary universe) by a French professor who joined the underground, 
and then was a victim of four concentration camps. This is both a more human and a more 
humane account than Dungeon Democracy by Christopher Burney (Duell, Sloan & Pearce), 
with none of the bitterness, or the bigotry of that book. Rousset writes briefly, 
movingly, of the men, haggard and savage, their “faiths uprooted, dignities undone"; 
of the hard labor lines at dawn; the obsessions at night; of the variations of torture; 
of the hierarchy of the common criminals,- whore, pimp, thief over the political prison- 
ers; of the metaphysics of expiation, by dying slowly, and as painfully as possible; of 
the table of organization of the camps; and of the prevailing greed, cowardice, brutal- 
ity, “scatological gluttony” of which not only the German nation - but any nation- is 
capable. Something between a prose poem and an essay, this is unusual in its writing. 
Unfortunately, the market for this sort of material is hard to find - though it should 
be read.

This isn’t autobiography, in the orthodox sense, and yet it stems almost wholly 
from autobiographical roots. There’s bite - and challenge ~ and nostalgia, without sen- 
timentality - there's occasional wistful recall of the days of confidence, when all felt 
the pattern was set, things were as they would always be. The first part is The Age of: 
Confidence which was published in 1934, - a perceptive study of an American town, Wil- 
mington, Delaware, where Dr. Canby spent a childhood and youth in the security of be- 
longing to the right people, going to the right school - a childhood which was cushioned 
by a society with established mores, wholesome standards, tabus that knew nothing of 
Freud. Home life, religion, education, the books they read, the politics they enshrined, 
the business practices they assumed were theirs by divine right- all this bears rereading 
for those who read the book when first published; and for those who missed it, there's a 
kind of magic in its portrait of a period. Alma Mater traces his backward look over 
college life and the academic years that followed, not in personal and anecdotal hand- 
ling. but in analysis of teaching and teachers of those days, with tribute to a few great 
teachers, and to what Yale contributed. Brief Golden Age - and its subsequent chapters, — 
deal with literary adventures,- the fin de siecle pattern, stretching well into the new 
century, the cracking of the ivory tower with World War I, the growth of New York as 
the arsenal of literature, the battle for frankness in the years after the war, the im- 
pact of the ideologies - and brief portraits of a few, a very few literary figures of 
his time. Threaded through these years the adventure of launching a new literary re- 
view, culminating in today’s Saturday Review of Literature;.and the beginning of the 
Book cof the Month Club. There's lots of interest here to anyone concerned with books 
and their makers, but for the average reader, there is too little of personal flavor, 
of anecdote, of gossip even; too much philosophizing (insufficiently salted with humor). 
Its permanent place will be alongside of such studies as Middletown, rather than with

The material here has 
been broken down into sections on the nature of anti-semitism, its techniques, its alle- 
ged causes (racial, political, psychological, economic, etc.) to its actual demonstra- 
tion in the martyrdom of the Jews - from biblical times to Hitler's “ritual of hate". 
Here too are counter measures and their defendants, both individuals and organizations; 
the proposed solutions of the problem, and a special supplement on the Jewish-Negro 
problem. This has been rightly called an “arsenal of ammunition", collecting within 
one volume all types of testimony and opinion on one of the great unresolved questions 
of our time.

Here is the story of the good neighbor policy, of the need for understanding the 
conflicting issues, and of abstaining from unwarranted intrusion in them; it is the story 
too of a genuine interest in and sympathy for the country where he was stationed; and 
further it pictures, besides the political and international, the necessary social re- 
quirements, the continuance of family as well as public life.

Father Riccioti, Professor of Oriental Christian History at the University of 
Rome, is a world authority on Oriental literature, languages and geography. As a Cath- 
olic priest, he intends his book for the Catholic reader primarily, but his handling of 
his subjeot is neither dogmatic nor controversial. He accepts - as is expected- the 
supernaturel interpretation of the life of Christ, while paying respect to what he calls 
the “rationalists’ interpretation.” Perhaps the most valuable part of the book lies in 
the vivid description of the background against which Jesus’ life was spent, enriched 
by his knowledge of Oriental life and customs and tongues. On the whole, it is a thor- 
oughly readable and exceptionally well presented book, and despite its evidence of thor- 
ough Catholic scholarship, layman of both Catholic and Protestant persuasion would find 
it a simple, graphic portrayal of a great life. (Publ.)

This volume brings together a number of addresses delivered in the past four- 
teen years by Charles P. Taft. These addresses assume importance not only because Mr. 
Taft is a worthy member of a distinguished family who has proven himself a valuable 
public servant but also because he has been elected the President of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America, one of the first laymen to hold that position. 
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The addresses delivered in the pre-war period are, of course, dated, even out-dated, by 
the events of the war, and the momentous issues that have arisen since. They seem like 
a voice out of a far distant past. However, all of Mr. Taft's utterances give us a cue 
to a point of view to which he has adhered throughout these world-shaking years. Mr. 
Taft is a liberal in his political convictions and in his religious beliefs. But he 
has strong convictions concerning the spiritual interpretation of history and the place 
of the church in the world of today. His chief interest is to bring to bear upon na- 
tional and international issues the principles and ideals of society. Though neither 

@ brilliant soholar nor a great orator, Mr. Taft's sincere, whole-hearted, and intelli- 
gent espousal of religion is encouraging.

se Mrs. Morgan is a distinguished scholar in her own right, as well as the wife 


of a prominent New York banker. She earned a PH.D. in Germany in the field of philos- 
ophy, and has won a reputation in this country as an expert in diagnosing and training 
backward children. In this book she proves herself to be a writer with an unusually 
facile pen, and a woman of keen spiritual insight. Her opening and introductory 
chapter on “The Barrier of Words" is alone worth the price of the book. In the body 
of the book Mrs. Morgan approaches religion from the standpoint of one who has found 
the traditional interpretation of religion unsatisfying and yet, while thoroughly im- 
mersed in the spirit of the modern age, finds the prevailing materialistic philosophy 
equally inadequate. Her own search for God proceeds through an intellectual approach 
to God, the mystic approach and the moral approach. The central thought of the book, 
stated in the concluding chapter is that “God controls us only when we freely seek him, 
in whatever ways we use to transcend ourselves. If we do not seek Him, he leaves us 
élone.” This is a book to be highly recommended to the discerning reader. It is off 
to an excellent start with feature reviews, and should pick up a sale in regerer non- 
fiction section as well as the religious book department.

Howe, M.A. DeWolfe- BOSTON LANDMARKS (Hastings House- $2.50) 


An utterly captivating combination of urbane and informative text which takes 
the reader right into the heart of Boston, with photographs by Samuel Chamberlain chosen 
to give us the landmarks of history, the homes of people, the heart and soul of the 
cradle of our nation. A good handbook for traveler or stay-at-home. 


Scudder, Townsend- CONCORD: AMERICAN TOWN (Little, Brown- $5.00) 


Not a travel book, but there's a sense of being carried into New England in its 
pages. Its history and sociology - and a microcosm of the best of what is America in 4 
book of far more than regional interest, in the story of a town that made its vital con- 
tribution at each stage of our nation’s history. 


Dubkin, Leonard- ENCHANTED STREETS (Little, Brown- $2.75) 


Here (and in the book following) is inspiration for the city stay-at-home. 
Natural history in Chicago, as the author pursues his hobby of observation, social com- 
mentary. Here are a city’s seasons, the discoveries of unimportant facts - but facts 
that are sheerly personal adventures, the phenomena of the unnoticed in nature. 


Halle, Louis- SPRING IN WASHINGTON (Wm. Sloane- $3.75) 


A naturalist's diary of dramatic manifestations of the change of the year. The 
migrant birds, the nuances of the weather, the exploratory trips to shore,,river, basin,, 
and creek, the joyous discoveries, the exceptional qualities- all captured with clarity 
and intensity of delight. The Francis Lee Jaques’ illustrations make it a perfect book.

Yates, Haydie- 70 MILES FROM A LEMON (Houghton, Mifflin- $3.00) 


A sharing of adventures in living a truly rural life on a ranch inside the Crow 
Indian Reservation in Montana. A cajoling, high-spirited medley of achieving a dream, of 
self-reliance in an isolated kingdom. 
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Chamberlain, Henriquete--WHERE THE SABIA SINGS (Macmillan- $3.00) 


Memoirs of growing up in Brazil, as the daughter of Protestant missionaries de- 
scribes her adopted country in personal, intimate terms. There are colorful details of 
life in the interior and on the coast, in all types of homes and districts, in all manner 
of domestic and social incidents. Charm without coyness- and honest, revealing autobi- 
ography. 


Dodge, David- HOW GREEN WAS MY FATHER (Simon & Schuster- $2.75) 


A really funny account of the author's attempt to transport himself and his 
family to Mexico and Guatemala. Obstacles of tourist travel are interspered with com- 
mentary on the country. Travel the hard way for engaging entertainment. 


Richmond, Berenice- OUR ISLAND LIGHTHOUSE (Random House- $2.50) 


A sequel to the delightful Winter Harbor - with the same subtle humor, zest for 
@ way of life, sensitive appreciation. Infected by the island peace, the Richmonds de- 
termined to make their Maine island a year-round home. These are their adventures, spiced 
with contagious personality, whimsy and charm, well salted. 


Gould, Jean- JANE (Houghton, Mifflin- $2.00) 


A vivid biography of Jane Austen - a perfect family book, which teen agers will 
claim as their own and adults will love. For Jane Austen fans, this recaptures in her own 
story much that she made her very own in the novels she wrote. The perfect choice for 
conservative readers who want biography without problems. 


Colum, Mary- LIFE AND THE DREAM (Doubledey- $3.50) 


For more sophisticated, literary palates - for anyone interested in the Irish 
renaissance, these are warm, articulate impressions of famous people, deeply perceptive 
criticism of their works, and a self-effacing account of a fruitful life. For a dis- 
criminate public. 


SOME PROBLEMS WE ARE FACING 
du Nouy, Lecomte- HUMAN DESTINY (Longmans, Green- $3.50) 


The author is philosopher, physicist and religionist- and here he describes our 
moribund civilization and the urgent necessity for a return to the cignity of human morals. 
This is not simple reading, but engrossing to the intelligent reader willing to plough the 
furrows of truth. 


Morgan, Barbara Spofford- SKEPTIC'S SEARCH FOR GOD (Harper- $3.00) 


A thoughtful, perceptive woman challenges the average person's approach to 4 
working religion, and shares some of her own processes of arriving at a personal philos- 
ophy of a practical belief. 


Conrad, Jim- JIM CROW AMERICA (Duell, Sloan & Pearce- $3.00) 


Perhaps the most exciting book on this subject- and at the same time an informed, 
responsible piece of investigation and good journalism. Must reading for aware citizens. 
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Crum, Bartley C.- BEHIND THE SILKEN CURTAIN (Simon & Schuster- $3.00) 


A fighting book for those who consider themselves competent to judge the ques- 
tion of a solution in Palestine; a book to inform one’s opinions, and that should clear 


some of the mists of misconception. 


Hindus, Maurice- BRIGHT PASSAGE (Doubelday- $3.00) 


Another gountry on which we need enlightenments, Czechoslovakia. Hindus gives 
us back our faith in a fascinating, convincing and newsworthy appraisal of the country, 
its leaders, its people, its way of life, its constructive compromise with its geography. 


THE OUT OF DOORS 
Alsop, Gulielma F.- APRIL IN THE BRANCHES (Dutton- $3.50) 


A lyric account of the wonders of a New England garden, as the author- a doctor- 
records the seasonal changes from April through November, the literary, historical and 
travel allusions, the procession of discoveries, the shape, color and sequence of the 
flowers, the birds, the animals, the bees. She writes of plant collecting, lifting of 
honey, gathering of seed, the first frost, the adventures of gardening. A book in the 
Beverley Nichols® tradition- delightful for gardeners and non-gardeners alike. 


AUDUBON BIRD GUIDE (Doubleday- $3.00) 


Excellent pocket field guide with over 400 illustrations in color, inoluding 
275 species of sastern land birds. 


Scruggs, G.R. &@ M.A.- fd. ~ GARDENING IN THE SOUTH AND WEST (Doubleday- $3.00) 


A book designed to remedy the lack of garden books dealing with the south and 
west. Charts indicate determination of time for planting; marginal headings make the 
book easy for reference. Soil, landscaping, seasonal bloom cycle, etc.
